COMMISSION Of OYBR AND TRAMINER. 
Dublin, Monday, April 27, 
At a quarter past ten o'clock the ote en- 
tered and took their seats on the bench, when the 
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case of the ‘* Ki at the prosecution of Wil- 
liam Alexander, ¥. Leer,” which bad 
been fixed for this day, cate on. 

The prisoner appeared in Court at a fow mi- 
— ten o'clock. She wae elegantly 
attired in a puce-coloured pelisse, fashionable 
velvet bonnet, sur ted by a veil, &e. 

Mr. Jacxson etated the case for the prose- 
cution, and said, in this cave, in which the King, 
at the suit of William Alexander, is againat 
Georgiana Lear, | am counsel for the Crown..— 
Gentlemen of the jury, you have heard the in- 
dictment read, and it now becomes my duty to 
lay before you the facta of this extremely pecu- 
liar case. The indictment, which you have 
heard read, prefers a charge of « very serious 
nature against the prisoner. She is charged 
with the commission of an offence, than which 
few others can be conceived more injurious to 
society. The evidence of the charge i founded 
on an act of Parliament for this country, passed 
iw the reign of Charles !. At that peried, the 
commission of thie offence was ishable with 
eo heavy a penalty as that of death. It has, hows 
ever, been since mitigated into a felony, puniah- 
able by transportation. The iady at the bar is 
the daughter of the late Mr. George Britton, 
who had been a member of a highly respectable 
etry werner aiages fom we city of Cork, 

baving also a house in Dublin, Lower 
Mount-street, where the prisoner at the bar re- 
sided. Early in life she became acquainted with 
her first husband, whe was in the Linen-hall; 
she was sbout 18 years of age when the inti- 
macy commenced, which shortly afterwards 
ended in a marriage, on the 2d of July, 1812, 
in St. Peter’s church, in this city. This is the 
first important feature in the case, and which | 
will show by competent witnesses, some of whom 
can also prove beyond the possibility of contra- 
diction, that thie Joha Lear is still living at 
Manchester. The prisoner and her husband 
lived together as man and wife for several years, 
and had many children; but I regret to_have to 
stale, that previous to the birth of her last ¢ hild, 
some levities were discovered cn her part, and 
@ separation was the consequence. Five chil- 
dren were the fruits of thie marriage; the period 
of the separation was about the year 1521 or 
1822. Mr. Lear, feeling afflicted and disap- 
pointed at these disagreeable circumstances, left 
thw country, and has lived since for the greater 
part at the other side of the water; but I will 
show by evidence that he has been in Ireland 
within a very short period. The person with 
whom Mrs. Lear has entered into the second 
marriage is Mr. Wm. Alexander, a gentleman 
advanced in years, but of considerable opulence, 
and | regret to mention that, after her separa- 
tion from her husband, the lady at the bar as- 
sociated herself with several persons in this 
town. She lived at Richmond-place, and was 
80 circumetanced as to forma connexion of some 
sort or other with Mr. Alexander, and set about 
contiiving means ot obtaining an introduction 
to him. r. Alexander had been a widower for 
several years, but had a number of children, all 
of whom are married and settled in life. Mra, 
Lear, however, set her eyes upon bim, and 
thought he would be a desirable object to form a 
connexion with, She wrote him a letter for that 
purpose, which I will read; it is marked ** pri- 
vate and confidential,”’ and is as follows:—

if, on the contrary, they thought that the defen- 
dante, acting according to the ordinary course 
of business, had no reason to suspect that fraud 
had been practised, they would be entitled to a 
verdict. The jury having found for the defend- 
ants, the eeted: counsel now submitted, that 
the verdict was wrong in point of law, and was 
alee against evidence. The defendants were 
not to be placed in a better situation than the 
person from whom they received the checks; and 
therefore, if he had not a good title to them, he 
could not confer a title on the defendants. Ac- 
cording to the ordinary course of business in 
Londun, a bill ofeachange ought not to be pass- 
ed away afier it had become due; and if it were 
taken after that period, the party holding it wae

The same rule must be taken to apply to 
checks, which were, in fact, bille of exchange, 
and ought not to be presented later than one 
day after their date, In the argument before 
the 12 Judges, m the ease of Mr. Walsh, who 
had defrauded Sir Thomas Plumer, he (Sir 
ames Scarlett) had endeavoured to draw a 
Gistinction between a check anda bill of ex- 
ange —the latter generally having tine to run; 
and he remembered, that the late Lord Ellen- 
upon tat occasion, rebuked him rather 
, and said—* Sir, a check is emphatical- 
ly @ bill of exchange." There was, however, a 
@ase on the very point now under their lordships’ 
consideration, in which it was decided that a 
party taking, five days afier its date, a check 
which had improperly got into circulation, was 
bound to show a title in the person from whom 
he received it. The case he alluded to was that 
of ** Down v. Halling,’’ in 4 Barnewall and 
Cresawell, 330. It was an action brought by 
the brother of a banker, to recover the amount 
of a 601. check, which he had lost. Five days 
after ite date it was brought to the defendant's 
shop by a woman, who purchased a few small 
articles, in payment for which she tendered the 
50/, check, which the defendants changed. In 
that cave it was argued for the plaintiff that the 
onus probandi was on the defendant to show 
that the person of whom he took the check 
had a good ttle to it. The Court acquiesced 
in that doctrine, and in deciding the case held 
that a party taking a check under those circum- 
stances, could have no better title to it than the 
person from whom he took it In the present 
case, however, there were circumstances besides 
that of the checks being five days over due, that 
ought to have engendered suspicion in the minds 
of the defendants that the checks had been 
fraudulently obtained. ‘The learned counsel 
then adverted to the evidence in the case, and 
argued that the defendants, in not making in 
quities about the checks at the time they were 
presented to them by Brady, had been guilty of 
such negligence as destroyed thei right, eup- 
posing they would otherwise have had any right 
to retain the proceeds of the checks, On these 
grounds, therefore, he submitted that the verdict 
ought to be set aside.

The Pants Journal du Commerce contains, in 
the form of a letter from a correspondent at 
ALExanpnria, a view of the present commer- 
cial state of Ecyrt, with an account of the 
Pacua's gradual encroachments on the com- 
mercial rights of foreign nations, secured by 
treaties with the Ponte. The writer relates 
the following anecdote as illustrative of the 
Pacua’s method of dealing:—**The former re- 
presentative of England, Colonel Misset, was 
enabled, through the firmness of his character, 
to acquire the power of exercising an extensive 
influence. Upon one occasion he exerted it ina 
manner which might have proved highly ad- 
vantageous; but his zeal was frustrated by the 
Pacha'‘s finesse, aided by the cupidity of those 
in whose favour it was employed. The follow- 
ing are the circumstances of the case: —In 1815, 
from Bombay to Suez, with a very rich cargo 
from the house of Forbes, consigned to Briggs 
and Co., of Alexandria. The Pacha happened ‘ 
at that time to be in Arabia. Informed of the 
nature and quality of the goods which composed 
the cargo of that vessel, on calculating the im- 
mense profits they were likely to yield, he de- 
termined on becoming the purchaser. He 
therefore desired the captain not to proceed any 
further on his voyage, and intimated to the su- 
percargo, that if he did not think proper to re- 
alize the goods at Djedda, he should forthwith 
return to Bombay: at the same time he offered 
himself as the purchaser. The supercargo, af- 
ter vainly endeavouring to prevail on the Pacha 
to suffer him to proceed, rather than have to 
return with the whole of his cargo, acceded to 
the Pacha’s offers. After effecting the sale, the 
supercargo addressed a statement of all these 
circumstances to his consignees, Briggs and Co., 
who, in the name of the shippers, laid the case 
before Colone! Misset, requesting that energetic 
measures might be taken to obtain indemnity 
for the prejudice thereby imcurred. On the Pa- 
cha’s return to Cairo, the British Consul em- 
ployed every means in his power to obtain due 
reparation for the insult offered to the English 
flag in the Red Sea. Mehmet-Ali, observing 
how much he had compromised himself by the 
proceeding, proposed to Briggs and Co. to enter 
into @ partnership agreement with him for the 
Indian trade, offering to place at their disposal 
a capital of 500,000 dollars, on condition that 
the proceedings instituted through the official 
channel of the British Consulate should be an- 
nulled. This proposal was fully acceded to, 
and the complaint was withdrawn.”” 
The Lowpvom Times observes, on this sub- 
ject:—British commercial interests in Egypt 
had, for a long period, been considered as pos- 
sessing too secondary an importance te require 
avery active exertion of vigilance on the part 
of the English official agents in regard to any 
efforts of that country’s rulers to impose re- 
strictions on its export trade. Of late years 
that importance has considerably increased, 
though it cannot be denied that this is entirely 
to be attributed to the effects of Mehmet Alt’s 
enterprising spirit, and to his multiplied efforts 
to draw from the soil of Egypt every produce 
which its natural richness is capable of yield- 
ing, as well as to establish throvghout the coun- 
try manufactures which would supply not only 
to the local wants, but also to those of other 
parts of the Ottoman empire. With this view, 
as well as from that avidity of wealth which is 
strongly characteristic in Turks exercising abso- 
lute power, the Pacha, finding himself unoposed 
in his career of encroachment on the rights of 
the foreign trader, has finally succeeded in es- 
tablishing a system of monopoly from which 
hardly any produce of Egyptian growth or in- 
dustry is by this time exempted. That his monopo- 
lies are open infractions of the commercial stipu- 
lations of every foreign nation in friendship with 
the Porte, is not to be denied. That remonstran- 
ces on the part of the English or any other Euro- 
pean Government, against any such infractions 
would be fully justifiable, is equally certain. The 
case, however, would be involved in peculiar 
difficulties, and no redress can be expected, so 
long as the local Government of Egypt is able 
to maintain its present footing. No complaint 
on the subject addressed to the Porte could be 
productive of benefit, inasmuch as the Porte, 
however willing to enforce the observance of 
treaties throughout the Ottoman empire, has 
not the power of punishing disobedience to its 
commands by the present Pacha of Egypt. The 
British Government, too, are precluded from 
opening negotiations with the Pacha himself, as 
they would necessarily imply an acknowledg- 
ment of his independence, at which the Sultan 
would, with great reason, take offence. Such a 
step could, besides, tend but te @ temporary ar-

ATROCIOUS MURDER. 

Savannah, Geo, June 25.—Malholm Dickin- 
son, the overseer of Joseph Stiles, Esq. was on 
the 15th instant murdered on Green Island, 17 
miles from this city, by three negroes belonging 
to Mr. 8. The circumstances attending this mur- 
der, as far as they have transpired, are,—Mr. 
Dickinson, when im the field, was attacked by 
a boy about 16 years of age, who struck him on 
the head ott blaws with an axe; agirl of the 
same age, named Jane, being present at the 
time, aided him with a hoe—a fellow advanced 
in years, acting in the capacity of assistant dri- 
ver, (at the distance of one hundred feet from 
the scene,) as soon as it was ascertained that 
Mr. Dickinson had been dispatched, came up 
and assisted in burying the body in the marsh, 
about 200 feet from the spot where the murder 
was committed. These particulars are from the 
acknowledgment of the negroes themselves, 
wha poin'ed out the place where they had bu- 
ried the body. The three murderers have been 
arrested and lodged in jail,

FROM BARRACOA. 

Charleston, June 29.—We learn from Capt. 
Kerrison, of the schr. Gertrude, arrived this 
morning from Barracoa, that previous to his 
departure the collector of that port gave him 
the following information:— 
That in consequence of the Commerce of 
Barracoa having greatly suffered from the sus- 
pension of the privilege of half duties, the town 
corporation have presented a petition to the 
competent authority, in which they ask, not 
only a renewal of the former privilege of half 
duties, but also the entry of vessels on paying 
two-thirds of the actual tonnage duty. They 
likewise ask that the ports of Mayari and Sagua 
be subjected to the regulations of the custom 
house in that port. 
It is thought that these measures, together 
with others which are contemplated, will tend 
to imcrease the commerce of Barracoa, and the 
prosperity of its inhabitants.

Della Lingua Italiana in Inghilterra.

Half-a-dozen other cases of single 
syllables may be mentioned; and, besides these, 
we shall find no variation from the open, drewl- 
ing tone, which the English do not acquire very 
readily. Signor Albitee attributes this defect to 
their habit of speaking with a contracted mouth, 
and recommends keeping it unclosed by some 
artificial means, to facilitate the free articulation 
of these sounds.
